2. The approximate length of the line was 500 km. It was a one- 
track noiiBal Soviet-gauge railroad line leading from Kushka to 
Takhta Bazar jp 35-57, E 62-5^ along the valley of the Kushka 
River; from iSchta Bazar to riiry It ran along the valley of the 
Murgab River. There were several small steel bridges on this 
railway line across the Kushka and Murgab rivers. There were no 
tunnels . 


3. The rolling stock used on the line consisted of old-fashioned 

type steam locomotives; freight cars were mostly of the conventional 
two-axle tsrpe; a small number of boxcars were of the four-axle type; 
flat cars were normally of the two-axle type; passenger cars were 
of the old two-axle type, "common" and "soft**. (Obshchly 1 
Myagkly) The first type of passenger ears ("common”) had wooden 
benches, the second type ("soft") had upholstered seats.

freight traltis passed over this line In each 24 hours during 
1933. Sometlaes however, especially In the fall (military 
stgtplles), the freight traffic was heavier, amounting to six 
to eli^t aiid even as many as twelve palz^s of trains dally. On 
the section between Mary and Tashke-prl (Tashkent Prlstroy) the 
freight traffic was heavier than on the remaining part of the 
line down to Kushka. The reason for this was that Tashkent 
FfiStroy was a ri^on center and there was a large number of 
kolkhozy and sovldiozy in the area. 

6. The passenger traffic on the Kushka to Mary line was quite 
insignificant. In 1953 there was a pair of passenger trains 
every 48 hours. The passenger train anrlved In Kushka on even 
dates at 0900 and left the same day at 1400 hours. The ti«ln 
was usually conmosed of nine or ten passenger cars. No frel^t 
ears were normally attached to passenger trains. 

7 • Travel fz*om Koshka to Nai*y on the passenger train took approxi- 
mately 22 to 24 hours. The train leaving Kushka at l400 hours 
usually arrived at Mary around noon or 1400 hours the next day. 
The normal speed of passenger ti:ud.n8 on this line was approxi- 
mately 35 to 40 km. per hour. The commercial speed, however, 
was much slower because of the large number of small stations 
on the line.
